With so many bonds of attachment between 
our two countries, it will be my highest 
endeavour to strengthen our friendship, 
join hands with your patriotic public 
servants and enterprising business men, 
to improve to our mutual advantage our 
social conditions, to increase our trade 
relations, ‘to promote our commerce and 
industry, and,- as co-labourers together, 
above everything else, try and help to 
make a lasting contribution towards world 
peace.

RITAIN basked during the week-end in 
the first real summer weather of 1935.

tha general election, Fianna Fail was down 
by over 8,000, again leaving the Labour 
vote out of consideration. . 

The Co. Dublin election results do not 
afford the same basis for comparison, nor 
are the constituencies in other respects 
comparable. It is true, however, that in 
that contest both the main parties in- 
dividually polled less than at the last 
general election. 


BLOW TO FIANNA FAIL 


If Galway may be taken as reflecting the 
views of the other county areas in the Free 
State, the result of the contest must be re- 
garded as a serious menace to the Fianna 
Fail Party. It may not be, as 
claimed by the .United Ireland Party, 
that Fianna Fail has now no safe seat 
outside Co. Kerry; but it is quite clear 
that in many counties where Fianna Fail 
majorities were narrow at the general 
election a reduction of the party vote 
proportionate to that shown in Galway 
would reverse many of the former deci 
sions. It is very unlikely that an oppor- 
tunity to test this will be afforded by an 
early general election. 

The net outcome of the Galway result 
is that the Fianna Fail Party has now 
yained an additional seat in the Dail. 
The vacancy was caused by the death of a 
United Ireland supporter, Mr. Martin 
MacDonogh, and he is now succeeded by 
Mr. Corbett, a Fianna Fail supporter. 
This is one of the peculiarities of the 
Proportional Representation system thet, 
while at a general election minority 
parties are enabled to secure representa- 
tion, a by-election is decided by the full 
party vote in the constituency on a straight 
issue for one seat.

British troops stationed at Peshawar 
were rushed 100 miles and worked all 
night fighting a disastrous fire which 
gutted a large section of this town and 
rendered thousands of people homeless. 

By the time the blaze had been ex- 
tinguished early to-day it was estimated 
that altogether about 1,000 houses, in- 
cluding some of the town’s finest homes, 
were in ruins. 

Colonel C. J. E. Auchinleck, commander 
of the Peshawar Brigade, was present, 
while sappers and miners, under the direc- 
tion of officers of the Highland Light 
Infantry, worked on the outbreak. 

A number of houses were demolished to 
prevent the spread of the flames-after the 
occupiers’ belongings had been removed. 

The damage is unofficially, estimated at 
70 lakhs of rupees (over £50,000).

HAT is claimed by the organisers to 
have been the largest Republican 
pilgrimage to Wolfe Tone’s grave in 
Bodenstown Churchyard, County Kildare, 
took place yesterday. The proceedings 
were marred to some extent by a clash 
between Republicans and members of the 
Republican Congress and other parties. 
Thouas oda of members of the 1.R.A. 
had gathered in the assembly field near 
Sallins Station in preparation for the pro- 
cession to the graveyard, when about two 
hundred members of the Republican 
Congress, Communist Party of Ireland, 
and the Irish Unemployed Workers’ Move- 
ment, headed by the band of the Workers’ 
Union of Ireland, marched into the field. 
. It was stated that these organisations 
had been warned that they could not carry 
banners in the procession, but as they 
entered the main field they carried several 
banners. Members of the.I. R.A. attempted 
to take the banners from them, and fight- 
ing took place. Posts which had been used 
to mark the field in sections were taken 
from the ground, broken and used as 


weapons. The Repubkcan Congress flag 
was torn. Later two men—Joseph Mara, 


of Dublin road, Nenagh, Co. Tipperary, 
and another, whose name is unknown— 


were treated at Naas County Hospital, 


i 


and discharged later, 

A new flag was procured, and the two 
hundred marchers succeeded 'in breaking 
into the field and forming up with fhe 
main body. When the procession began 
they marched with it a few hundred yards 
outside Sallins and then stopped. A meet- 
ing was then held, and a protest made 
against the “ attack” which had been 
made, upon them. This meeting was 
addressed by Messrs. Sean Murray, Barney 
Conway, George Gilmore and Peadar 
.O’Donnell. Mr. O'Donnell said that the 
attack which had been made on the 
Congress banners and on the Workers’ 
Union of Ireland band showed the spirit 
that was being developed by the present 
Republican leadership. | 


THE PROCESSION 
While this meeting was going on, 


the main -procession,’ led by a con- 
tingent from Belfast, had proceeded to 
Bodenstown Churchyard, where a platform 
had been erected for the speakers. About 
three thousand Republicans formed up in 
the churchyard, and many more outside 
on the roads and in the fields. 

Many Republican organisations took 
part. in the procession, including, besides 
the Irish Republican Army, the Cumann 
na mBan, Fianna Eireann, Cumann na 
gCailini, Clan na Gael (Girl Scouts), Sinn 
Fein, Mna na Phoblachta and the old 
I.R.A. Thousands of people travelled by 
special trains from all parts of Ireland. - 

In the graveyard, when the Republicans 
had formed up, Mrs. O’Donoghue, Vice- 
President, Cumann na mBan, presented 
prizes which had been won by girls in an 
essay competition organised by Cumann na 
mBan. 

Mr. Tom Malone, Nenagh, Co. Tip- 
perary, then gave an address, after which 
he. read messages from Republicans in 
prison. That meeting, he said, was not 
being held for electioneering purposes. It 
was a clear call to break the connection 
with England. The objects of Tone were 
their objects to-day. They wanted no new 
treaty and no patching up of the old one; 
they wanted the British connection broken 
and renounced. ‘The imperialist system 
had a greater hold now on the country 
than in Tone’s day. A_ section of the 
people wanted no separation, because their 
privileged position was bound up with 
imperialism, The securing of the services 
of renegade Irishmen had been one of 
England’s greatest achievements, but, 
despite obstacles like this, there were two 
or three signs that encouraged them to 
continue on the road to freedom, and filled 
them with confidence that freedom would 
be achieved even in their own day. 

Mr. P. McLogan, M.P., Armagh, intro- 
duced Mr. Sean MacBride, who read the 
oration, and Mr. Malone laid a wreath on 
the grave on behalf of the I.R.A., while 
other wreaths were laid by representatives 
of the Women’s Prisoners’ Defence League 
and Clan na Gael. 


THE ORATION 

In the course of his oration, Mr. Mac- 
Bride said that the policy of Tone was the 
policy of all true separatists to-day. 
‘* The only claim I make in speaking here 
is that I am doing so on behalf of the youth 
of Ireland, that is pledged to Tone’s 
objective, that is armed, and that is pre- 
pared to make sacrifices in order to secure 
this objective.” 

The Government ruling in the six 
counties took pride in its connection with 
England, and the Government ruling in 
the twenty-six counties, while professing 
nationalist sentiment, nevertheless ac- 
cepted the connection with England. He 
and others had come there at the risk of 
their liberty, though they were guilty of no 
offence. They were unrepentant Republi- 
eans and unrepentant followers of Tone. 

A week ago some of the leaders of the 
Free State Government came to Tone’s 
grave, and their spokesman had talked 
about unity. If the unity referred to was 
based on the acceptance of the Treaty, or 
if it was to be beséd on some form of 
association with England and the mainten- 
ance of the connection, he declared on 
behalf of those present that no unity can 
be achieved on such a basis. A xratuitous 

romise had recently been made to the 
British Government that Irish territory 
would not be used as a basis cf attack 
against England in case of war,. but this 
promise could not be-justified, and no such 
undertaking could be*more at variance with 
Tone’s policy and his life. To-day the 
Republican movement was on the rising 
tide, and was gathering strength rapidly.
